is in good condition. Hay put up when 
too damp may mold, corn and oats 
often harbor various kinds of fungous 
diseases that may be poisonous to 
stock, and corn silage when improper­ 
ly stored may cause trouble. The food j 
an animal feats bas a marked influence 
upon its physical well-being. 
We are 
informed that, in Wisconsin, farmers 
are losing cattle from eating acorns 
picked up in the pastures. Young cat­ 
tle are particularly affected. 
Sheep 
and hogs can eat the acorns without 
bad effects, and milch cows seldom die 
from this cause, but young calves are 
poisoned and little can be done for 
them. It is the part oi wisdom to take 
precautions to keep fecdj known to be 
dangerous away from animals, and 
give them only that which is in good 
and sound condition.—Farmers Guide.

Many farmers have disposed of 
their flocks and many others have re­ 
frained from entering the business be­ 
cause of some of the difficulties that 
are peculiar to this industry. Among 
the most important of these are cur 
dogs, parasites and diseases. 
A cer­ 
tain amount of trouble is inevitable 
where these abound, but ordinarily 
this should not be sufficient to dis­ 
courage the flockmaster. 
Good man­ 
agement and proper care, will control, 
if not eliminate, these difficulties. The 
flock that must rustle for itself is the 
one that. suffers most from these 
sources. 
Sheep are good scavengers, 
but should not be made lo subsist 
upon weeds alone, with little or no

better it will be for him. 
Any extra 
care and feed given to the flock gen­ 
erally yields the greatest returns. 
Sheep will increase the fertility of 
the soil if they are handled properly. 
To do this they should not be per­ 
mitted to crop off the grass too close­ 
ly. which they will do if the pasture is 
overstocked or if they are kept too 
long on one field. Sheep manure, with 
one exception, is the most valuable of 
all farm manures. It is thinly and 
evenly scattered over the ground and 
does not produce a rank growth in 
spots of the pasture as do other ma­ 
nures. 
The manure is also worked 
into the soil by the sharp hoofs of 
the sheep, so that it is not washed 
away but becomes available as plant 
food. 
This quality has well earned 
for sheep the title of “golden hoof.” 
In England, land which during Queen 
Elizabeth’s reign produced only six 
bushels of wheat per acre has been 
made to yield 30 bushels at the pres­ 
ent time by the use of sheep. 
Better 
cultural methods may be the cause of 
a portion of this increase, but without 
doubt the sheep are responsible for 
the greater part of it. 
Another equally important way that 
sheep increase the productivity of the 
land is in their destruction of weeds.

London, Feb. 6.— Notwithstanding 
modern medical science, 80 per cent 
of the deaths in the present war are 
due to disease as against twenty due 
to gunfire.

Sandwith, 
writing in the current issue of The 
Hospital. 
This same proi>ortion obtained dur­ 
ing the Russo-TurkiSh war of . 1877- 
78. During the 
American 
Civil war 
there wrere three deaths 
from dis­ 
case to every one from wounds, that 
te to say, a mortality due to disease 
of 66 2-3 per cent. 
During the 
French 
expedition in 
Madagascar in 1895, according to the 
writer, only twfenty-nine 
deaths oc­ 
curred in action 
as 
against seven 
thousand who died of disease. In the 
United States army during the war 
with Spain, fourteen died of disease 
to to every one killed in action, 
al­ 
though the war lasted a little more 
than six weeks. In the Boer war the 
losses from disease were enormous, 
notwithstanding the improvements in 
military hygiene then in force. 
The Japanese, however, during the 
war with Russia, were able by exer­ 
cising the most scrupulous care to re 
nerse the ratio. In the case of tneir 
troops only one man died of diease 
to every four who died of wounds.
